Dr. B. ( lark Hyde had been under 
suspicion in connection with the mys­ 
terious illness 
and 
deaths

Swope family ever since the death of 
Colonel Thomas H. Swope on October 
3, 1D09. The death of Colonel Swope 
followed soon after he had suffered 
a severe convulsion and this convul­ 
sion, it was charged by the members 
of the Swope family, followed im­ 
mediately after the administration of 
a capsule given by direction of Dr. 
Hyde. Dr. Hyde said it w as a d ig e s­ 
tive table. 


It was proved at the trial that Dr. 
Hyde had purchased cyanide of potas­ 
sium in five-grain capsules. Dr. Hyde 1 
claimed he bought the cyanide cap­ 
sules to kill roaches in his office. 
Two days before the death of Col­ 
onel Swope, .Moss Hunton, a cousin 
of the millionaire philanthropist, died 
at the Swope home following a stroke 
bf apoplexy. Dr. Hyde and Dr. G. T.

Hunton. The patient was bled pro­ 
fusely, it is charged at the suggestion 
of Dr. Hyde. Beginning early in De­ 
cember, an epidemic of typhoid fev­

- wope, a brother of Dr. Hyde’s wife, 
died.
